DETROIT, Mich., July 13.— With 
three towns wiped out, five others 
partially destroyed, four bodies re­ 
covered from the devastated 
area 
and scores missing, the fire situa­ 
tion in Michigan today still is seri­ 
ous. Although ttfe fires are not as 
fierce as yesterday they have spread 
over a larger area and are threaten­ 
ing a number of towns in the Meta 
district, which was the scene of the 
holocaust in 1908. 
Oscoda, Au Sable and Millersburg 
are the only towns which have been 
completely wiped out. Tower has on­ 
ly a few houses left standing. The 
people of the latter 
village fought 
the fire for hours. The flames, how­ 
ever, became so fierce that all the 
women and 
children of the town 
were hurried to Onaway, only a short 
distance away. All household goods 
and heavy baggage was left behind, 
the horror at Metz three years ago 
being heeded and no one tried to 
carry heavy or unw ieldy bundles. 
Fight All Night. 
At Onaway, where a number of 
‘ fire fugitives were quartered, part 
of the village was attacked by the 
flames and burned 
to the ground 
but a fierce all night fight by the in­ 
habitants managed to save the main 
portion of the town. 
The town of Waters, at first re­ 
ported wiped out, today w*as saved 
after an all-night fight by the Bay 
City and Gaylord 
fire departments 
which assisted the local fire fighters. 
One million dollars damage, h ow ev­ 
er, was done to the lumber supply 
and mills of th© town. 
The village of Le Grand, which Is 
near the district, burned in 1908, is 
reported hemmed in by flames and 
the inhabitants fighting desperately 
to save their homes. Grave fears are 
felt for their safety.

Important Rulings 
The beard has recently made two 
important rulings in interpreting cer­ 
tain sections of the art. Onp is to the 
effect 
that “common employment’’ 
is not such an employment as would 
make an employe a fellow* servant. 
The aet provides that in an action 
for recovery it shall not be a defense 
when the employer has at the time 
of the accident in a common employ­ 
ment four or more employes, that 
the injury or death was caused by 
the want of ordinary care of a fel­ 
low servant. The reason for the lim­ 
itation was that the employe, being 
closely associated with his fellow ser­ 
vants. had a better opportunity to 
observe the habits of his fellow* la­ 
borers and to guard against their 
negligence than had the employer. 
As showing the board's viewpoint, 
there is cited the case of the owner 
of a lumbar yard in one city employ­ 
ing two men and another in another 
city also employing two men. The 
board rules that because these men 
are not working together, although 
working under the same employer, 
the fellow servant clause does not 
apply. 
Claims for Damages 
The other ruling concerns claims 
for damages. Damages for injuries 
under the old law* were based not 
only upon loss but upon mental and 
physical suffering and humiliation 
arising from disfigurement or de­ 
formity. Under the new accident law* 
the injured employe is entitled only 
to his doctor's bill in case his injury 
does not cause him to lose any time. 
Where there is total disability the 
injured man will receive 65 per cent 
of his average weekly earnings dur­ 
ing the period 
of 
his disability. 
Where the injury causes only partial 
disability. 65 per cent of the weekly 
loss in wages is paid.

AXY a m an If kept a t th* “ s ta r r ­ 
ing line”

th e cheaper cu ts of m eat, anti if 
th ey do purchase these cu ts they know 
scarcely how to cook them so th a t the 
g re a te st nourishm ent is extracted. 
S tarv atio n does not alw ays apply to 
those people who do not have food. 
Id any people a re in a constant sta te of 
sta rv a tio n because th eir food is not 
properly purchased o r correctly cook­ 
ed. although the table m ay be fairly 
g roaning w ith stuff called food. 
A w om an will h a v e all th e patience 
possible learning how to run the new 
eew ing-m achine. w asher or playing the 
piano, but s h e scarcely pays any a t­ 
tention to th e possibilities of th e cook 
stove or the m aterials for th e m eals. 
It is im possible to m ake a chuck steak 
ta ste like th e porterhouse, or a slice 
of rum p like a sirloin, b u t these pieces 
of cheap m eats m ay be broiled or 
stew ed to m ake sa tisfa c to ry m eals for 
those w ho can n o t afford th e m ore ex­ 
pensive cuts. 
In speaking of cheap 
m eats, th a t stuff labeled ten cen ts a 
pound is not referred to. 
F resh , good 
m eat c a n n o t a t th is sta g e o f high- 
priced living be secured a t such prices 
a n y w h e r e , and w h at is offered is likely 
to be stale, doctored and unfit to eat. 
A ny p reserv ativ e th a t will keep m eat 
Its original b rig h t color w ill a ls o p re ­ 
vent its being digested, an d so th e 
food is loet. and one m ight as well e a t 
shavings, so fa r a s n u tritiv e v alu e is 
concerned. 
The cheaper p a rts of th e beef are 
found in th e rum p, from w hich one 
m ay secure m oderately-priced roasts, 
b raisin g and stew ing pieces, an d w hat 
a re know n a s hip o r flat-bone steaks. 
The hind shin con tain s th e b est m ar­ 
row. and supplies ch eap stew s and 
•c u p pieces. 
T he chuck rib s m ay be 
converted Into sm all ste a k s and stew s, 
a n d from th e neck pieces one m ay g et 
splendid H am b u rg steak s, pieces for 
d e w in g and m incem eat for pies. 
The 
ra ttle rs n Is the ch eap est p a rt of th e 
b risk e t and is only fit fo r corning, and 
then is only cheap fo r th e fam ily w ho 
likes fat. 
I t Is th e w o rst possible 
econom y fo r an y w om an to pay fo r fa t 
w hen very' little, lf any, Is liked by 
h e r fam ily. 
I t is b e tte r econom y to 
purch ase th e lean est p a rts of the beef, 
such as th e rum p or th e u pper shanks, 
pieces 
w hich 
a re 
lean 
a n d finely- 
flavored. 
In certain sections of th e c o u n try the 
cheaper 
p a rts 
o f 
beef 
a re 
m ore 
econom ical only in com parison w ith 
th e expensive cu ts; In o th e r sections 
th ese p a rts m ay be h ad fo r rlduculous- 
ly low prices. 
I t is n o t so m uch the 
low -priced m eats as th e w ise selection 
and p rep aratio n of th e m eats th a t 
m ark s the th rifty housekeeper, and th is 
wisdom can only be gained by ex ­ 
perience. 
N am es of c u ts also v a ry 
throughout the country, so th a t w h at 
Is fam iliar to som e mark©tm *n m ay 
be u tterly unknow n to others, an d the 
p u rch aser should be able to t*U w h at 
p a rt of th e anim al the c u t comes from . 
T he w om an w ho uses a g as o r m a l

solely should

m oney In a fireless cooker, o r h er cheap 
cu ts of m eat will be found to cost in 
th e end as m uch as th e expensive.

The kunekle. w hich is th a t portion left 
from th e leg a fte r th e cu tle ts h ave 
been cut, is used In connection w ith 
th e beef bone for delicious soup or for 
a potpie. 
T he cheaper portions of m u tto n — 
lam b is never cheap in the m ajo rity
